BROTHER. 


SWINDLED ST. LOUIS FIRMS. 


Man Arrested in Fort Smith for Rep- 
resenting Himself to Be a Prom- 
inent Texan’s Kinsman.

Because he was rough in his dress, car- 
ried his small change in a buckskin bag, 
“chawed”’ tobacco, poured out stiff drinks 
of warm whisky and in other ways behaved 
unlike the general run of smooth swindlers 
W. T. Mimms found St. Louis business men 
easy propositions two or three weeks ago, 

He gave the Charter Oak Stove and Range 
people a worthless draft for $75 and was 
given the cash in return, with smiles and 
an invitation to call agai! when that amount 
was running low. 

He “swiped” a fine double-barrel] shotgun 

from under the very business nose of the 
Shapleigh Hardware Company at Washing- 
ton avenue and Fourth street, after being 
treated like a prince by the firm, 
‘It is said that the Weber & Damme 
Wagon Co. and the Peters Furniture Co. 
also contributed toward making Mr. 
Mimms’ stay in the city pleasant and 
profitable. 

If it hadn't been for a jealous salesman 
in the Charter Oak office it is not likely 
that Mimms’ game would have been fath- 
omed in time to make his arrest the easy 
matter.jt was. Mimms ordered a car load 
of stoves to be gent to his alleged brother 
at Weaxahachie, Tex., and the salesman, 
who had returned from Texas two or three 
days afterward, was sore because his old 
friend Mimms, to whom he had often sold 
goods, hadn’t given him the order. He 
wrote to the real merchant Mimms and 
told him he was gegurprised at such a way 
of doing business. The real Mimms replied 
in a jiffy that he had no brother and the 
whole thing, draft, order and all, was a 
swindle. 

The detective™bureau was then appealed 
to and Mimms was traced to Fort Smith, 
Ark. He was arrested there Friday under 
instructions from Chief Harrigan, and he 
will be brought back here to answer charges 
of forgery and grand larceny. 

The man who called himsélf W. T. Mimms 
came to St. Louls about June 10. He was a 
typical Texan in appearance and manners, 
and when he presented himself at the Shap- 
leigh store he was accepted without doubt 
as a brother of Mimms, a hardware mer- 
chant in Nagodoches, Tex., an old cus- 
tomer of the St. Louis wholesale house. He 
gave an extensive order for goods to be 
shipped to Waxahachie, Tex., where he said 
he and -his brother were going to open a 
branch store. The hardware people referred 
tu their reports and found the real Mimms 
still enjoyed the best of credit, and there 
was no hesitancy in eps, | him everything 
the stranger fancied. he goods were 
bought with the understanding that they 
were to be shipped July 1 with a car-load 
of stuff from the Charter Oak Co. 

Mr. Mitmms was made welcome around the 
Shapleigh Co. store. Salesmen rushed him 
around town sight seeing, wouldn’t let him 
pay even car fare, and they blew him to din- 
ner @very night. Mimms, in fact, was liv- 
ing high and had a regular snap of it. 

ne day he saw a fine $150 shotgun on one 
of the upper floors. 

“Send that down stairs,’’ he said. “I'll 
take that for my own use. It’s a beauty.”’ 

The clerk said certainly and sent the gun 
down to the business office, where it was 
put on the desk of one of the heads of de- 
partinents. Then Mimms explained that he 
would take the gun back to Texas with him, 
but would pay for it in the bill for the goods 
he had ordered. This seemed a little sus- 
icious and the gentleman upon wfose 
ee the gun was lying deterenined to tell 
Mimms that afternoon that the gun would 
have to be sent’ along with the freight order. 

He put the gun in a corner to get it out 
of the way. When he looked for it again 
it was gone, and so was Mimms. 

The stranger never returned, and in- 
quiries brought the news from the Texas 
Mimms that the St. Louis Mimms was no 
good, that if he was really named Mimms 
he was a black sheep cousin from a remoie 
part of the State. 

In the meantime the alleged Texan had 
been to the offices of the Charter Oak Co. 
Mr. Dana, the general manager, was not 
in the city, but the honest look and unpre-

Hoffman’s shop, as he had always been 
friendly with Hoffman. He left his wagon 
and mules at Hoffman’s, with the under- 
standing that he would call and get them 
during the afternoon. 

Piummer went to geveral stores, shonping. 
and about 8 o’clocK returned to Hoffman's 
place. As he stepped into the doorway Hoff- 
man leveled a 44-caliber revolver at him and 


pulled the trigger. The ball struck Plummer 
directly over the heart and ploughed its 
way through his right lung and liver and 
lodged in a rib in his right side.

PATENT SUIT. 


National Conduit and Cable Company 
After the Bell Telephone Com- 
pany for Infringement. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 26.—The first steps in 
what may become one of the greatest litiga- 
tions over patents ever known in this coun- 
try were taken yesterday by the filing and 
service of papers in the suit brought by the 
National Conduit and Cable Co. against 
the Bell Telephone Co. The suit is specifi- 
cally brought against the New York and 
New Jersey Telephone Co., and was entered 
in the United States Circuit Court of the 
Eastern District by Lexow, Mackellar and 
Wells of this city, on behalf of the plain- 
tiffs. 

According to the claim of the National 
Conduit and Cable Co., nearly the entire 
system of telephone wires and cables now 
used by the Bell Telephone Co. is an in- 
fringement of its patents. 


The National Conduit and Cable Co., a lit- 
tle more than a year ago, brought out the 
Norwich Insulated Wire Co., and thereby 
secured the title to certain letters patent 
of the United States, giving it sole rights in 
certain improvements in insulating electric 
conductors, consisting of covering the wires 


| with spirally-wound and lapping strips of 


paper composed of pure vegetable fiber. 
This paper is applied with a water-proof ad- 
hesive substance, consisting of a thin solu- 
tion of India rubber. It is said that this 
paper-covered wire has been almost uni- 
versally adopted for long distance purposes. 
There is $16,000,000 worth of this kind of 
cable now in use In this country. 

The Bell Telephone Co., it is said, has 
adopted the paper-covered cable in nearly 
every city in which its "phones are used, and 
has itself made the patented cable. 

The suit that has resulted from this al- 
leged infringement will, if decided tn favor 
of the plaintiffs, involve the payment of 
damages running up to nearly $1,000,000, be- 
sides placing the National Conduit and 
Cable Co. in a position to dictate terms in 
fixing the royalty to be paid for the use of 
its system.

DEMONSTRATION 


NOTHING ELSE EQUALS IT IN THE 
WORLD’S HISTORY. 


LATEST INVENTIONS SHOWN. 


Only four of Twenty-One Battleships 
Were in the Review of Ten 
Years Ago. 


PORTSMOUTH, England, June 2%.—The 
most magnificent display of naval strength 
ever witnessed Occurred off Spithead to-day, 
the occasion being the grand naval review 
held in honor of the completion of the six- 
tieth year of the reign of Queen Victoria. 
The Prince of Wales, representing Her 
Majesty, reviewed a fine ficet of foreign wur- 
ships representing all maritime nations of 
the world, the proudest, strongest and 
ewiftest of these craft being the United 
States armored cruiser Brooklyn, flying the 
flag of Rear Admiral Miller, and the Helr 
Apparent also inspected about thirty 
miles of British warships, in which were 
165 fighting ships of different classes, carry- 
ing about 900 heavy guns, manned by over 
88,000 men and of about 550,000 tons In all. 

Each maritime nation sent an Admiral in 
his flagship to witness the review. They 
formed a line abreast of the British battle- 
ships, where they were favorably placed to 
compare their own naval architecture with 
that of other nations. Each nation sent its 
best available ship, and a magnificent dis- 
play resulted. 


- An interesting feature of the British fleet 


was the training ships, which comprised 
three of the early tron-clads, a squadron of 
eruisers which usually winters, with a 
training crew on board, in the West Indies, 
or in some other warm latitude, and a fleet 
of training brigs. which cruise in the 
neighborhood of the British ports. 


During the past decade enormous ad- 
vance has been made both in the number 
and construction of the ships of the royal 
navy, and this cannot better be exemplified 
than by the fact that of the twenty-one bat- 
tleships reviewed by the Prince of Wales, 
in behalf of the Queen to-day, four only 
took part Jn the jubilee ceremony of 1887, 
whilst of the forty-three cruisers present 
not one existed in 1887. Needless to say the 
thirty torpedo boat destroyers are of a 
class which has only been introduced dur- 
ing the past five years and which appears 
to be destined to play a very important 
part in modern sea warfare,

STRONG ENOUGH. 


CITY MARSHAL ERB FEARS HE’LL 
LOSE HIS PRISONERS. 


HE. CRITICISES THE POLICE. 


yi Insufficient Accommodations in the 


New Quarters of the Second 
District Police Court. 


City Marshal Henry Erb, who has charge 
of the Second District Police Court, has 
filed a complaint against the police author- 
ities of the Fourth District. Mr. Erb says 
the prisoners intended for the court are 
not properly guarded. 

This is one of innumerable kicks of the 
court officers growing out of. the removal 
of the court from Broadway and Biddle 
street to its present location over the 


Fourth District sub-station house at Jef- 
ferson avenue and Dayton street. 

When the order of removal went into ef- 
fect June 1 no accommodatio had been 
provided for persons in custody and the 
court proceedings were considerably de- 
layed by the slow handling of: the prisoners. 

hose destined for the police court are 
conveyed to the Fourth District sub-station 
between 2 and 6 o’clock in the morning and 
laced in cells on the first floor. At first 
he prisoners were escorted up-stairs to the 
court-room by a deputy marshal when their 
cases were called. This caused so many 


the south end of the court-room. * 
This has just been completed and to 
Marshal Erb and his assistants it is, they 
say, as unsatisfactory as the old way of 
bringing the prisoners up one by one. 

The cell that has been buflt in the new 
apartment, according to Marshal Erb, is 
far too small for the purpose intended. 
Twelve men crowd it, and frequently the 
docket of the court contains thirty or forty 
confined cases. The defendants are packed 
sardine-like in the cel! and the overflow is 
a ct below in the station. 

t is in transfering the prisoners from the 
station to the court room that Marshal Erb 
complains the police are negligent. Two or 
three deputies are compeiled io march a 
gang of the toughest characters in St. Louis 
past open doors and along a passagewny, 
tod A step of which tempts the men to 
break for liberty. A concerted movement 
of this kind could not but prove success- 
ful, with the present weak guard. 

Mr. Efb’s attention was calied to this by 
the deputies handling the prisoners and he 
appealed to Sergt. Costello, in charge of the 
station, for assistance .- 

‘‘What do you want me to do, carry them 
up for you?” the sergean’ is reported to 
have said. 

“No, but you could detail two or three 
of these policemen around here to act as 
guards for five minutes every morning,” 
returned Erb. 

“Well, I won’t do it. I haven't any men 
to spare for your service,’’ said Costello. 

“That is the situation,’’ Erb said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Saturday. ‘It just 
happens since we have been up here the 
docket has kept within respectable bounds, 
and the personne! of the prisoners has not 
been 80 bad. Wait until after the Fourth 
of July; from then on until the very end of 
the hot season the lowest characters in 
town will find their way here. Some morn. 
= transferring them, there is going to be 
a bold dash for liberty, and when they do 
get away I will be held responsible for the

“The police could furnish a guard easily 
enough. I have acquainted my superior 
officer with the condition up here, and if 
a mishap does occur I want a portion of the 
blame to fall on other shoulders.

PREACHER WON'T DISCUSS IT. 


Father of the Hoy Accused of Stealing 
While at Worship Says It Is 
a Conspiracy. 


From all obtainable information it would 
appear that the Rev. Elisha Anderson’s jus- 
tice is tempered “with mercy, according to 
the efficiency of the Police Department as 
a collection agency. 

Mr. Anderson is pastor of 'the Grand Ave- 
nue Baptist Church, of which J. H. Maclin 
is a member. Last Sunday night Maclin,

in the same pew with the dominie’s wife. 
Shortly after leaving the church Mrs. An- 
derson missed her pocketbook, containing 
$27. 
Young Maclin was suspected and was ar- 
rested Wednesday night and taken to the 


Fourth District Police Station. He was heid 
in the holdover until sauna night, when 
he was released because Col. Dick John- 
son refused to issue the warrant asked for. 

The incident has ‘caused a great deal of 
excitement among members of the church, 
and both sides have supporters. < will, in 
all probability, result in a church trial. 

. M. Maclin, father of the accused, was 
very indignant when seen Saturday morning 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“It is a conspiracy to ruin us,” he said, 
“Dr. Anderson has not acted straight with 
me. He came here Wednesday night and had 
my boy arrested. He said then that he had 
plenty of evidence, and also had a warrant, 
and that he would send him to Jefferson 
City for two years at least. 

“The police took my boy away and later 
Dr. Anderson returned and said again that 
he had positive proof, but that he would 
drop the matter if we would return the 
amount lost. He represented that, unless 
this was done, Henry would have to remain 
in jail for five or six weeks before trial. 

“Rather than have him lose. that 
time, I agreed to pay the amofint. 
Now I learn that Mr. Anderson had neither 
evidence nor proof, and that he misrep- 
resented things to me. 

“We are poor people but honest, and this 
is the first time anything was ever said 
about the boy. He works hard and supports 
the entire family. He was released Thurs- 
day and we understood the matter had been 
dropped.”

The race will be run over a muddy track, 
but the four contestants are of the mushy- 
going and will put a magnificent contest 
of speed and endurance, 

The two great colts, Typhoon II. and Or- 


nament, were given little to do on the morn- 
ing of the race. 

Charles Patterson, the owner of*® Orna- 
ment, and Charles Pierce, his trainer, passed 
Friday night at the Fair-Grounds, Pierce 
sleeping in the box stall with Ornament. The 
colt was quartered in the best stall in Pat 
Corrigan’s stable, over back of the House 
of Public Comfort, on the north side of the 
Fair Grounds. He had the stall. in the north- 
east corner of the stable, and it was neatly 
fitted up, the board walls being covered 
with horse blankets and towels, in order 
that no rough splinter might find its way 
into the sleek flanks of the colt called the 
perfect racer by all who have seen him, 

At 7 o’clock Jockey Lonny Clayton, who 
came over from Latonia Thursday nig}t to 
ride the colt in the re, reached Orna- 
ment’s stable. Pierce died the colt, gave 
Clayton a leg up, and Ornament was trotted 
off for the track. 

He was galloped two miles around it, and 
didn’t seem to object at all to the heavy, 
lumpy going. From the head of the stretch 
through to the turn east of the grand stand 
he was breezed up and hit a mighty tt 
his graceful, long strides remin ing ose 
who watched the colt of the flight of a bird. 

Passing the turn he was again slowed into 
a canter and sent the rest of the way until 
he again entered the stretch. Then Clay- 
ton gave the big fellow his head and he 
sprang away like a shot from a rifle until 
he again reached the turn below the grand 
stand where he was pulled up into a can- 
ter, 

Ornament’s legs represent many thou- 
sands of dollars to his owners, and of course 
they are well cared for. Whén he got back 
in the stall the colt’s forelegs, from the 
knees to the hoofs, were swathed In ban- 
dages of white cotton batting, and over the 
cotton was tied white flannel. The blanket 
over Ornament was hooded, and the only 
thing visible about the colt was his nose 
ana eyes, the lower portions of his legs and 

is tail. 

During the forenoon there were many 
visitors to Ornament’s stall, but none of 
them saw much of the colt. Charley Pierce, 
the trainer, sat outside the door in an easy 
chair reading Hawley Smart’s exciting rac- 
ing story, ‘‘From Post to Finish,” tn which 
the hero, who is a jockey, marries the 
daughter of a baronet, who herself don’s 
oe garb and rides a race to save her 

over. 

“Ornament is fit,”’ sald Pierce, as he dog- 
eared the page in his book. “He is trained 
to an edge and is as good as he ever was 
or ever will be. If we are beaten it will 
not be because the horse is not right. 

“But Ornament doesn’t like the kind of 
track he will have this afternoon. He won 
at Latonia in the mud, but he was slipping 
and sliding every bit of the way. 

“I wish we had only Ornament and Ty- 
phoon in the race,” concluded the trainer. 

Lonny Clayton, who exercised Ornament 
in the morning, said: “I have riddey Orna- 
ment in all his races this year, and I could 
feel him under me this morning. I know he 
is fit. And he is a race horse that does 
what he Is called upon to do, and neither 
mud nor weight can stop him. Typhoon 
didn’t beat him on his merits in the Ken- 
tucky Derby. That race was at a mile and 
a quarter, and, as it was, Ornament had 
Typhoon going and all out. In another 
sixteenth Ornament would have been a 
length ahead of the colt. Ornament will 
carry my money and my heart in the race.”’

In the crowd that stood about 
Ed Fitzgerald as he auctioned off the Mis- 
souri thoroughbreds many private bets 
were registered on the outcome of the 
afternoon’s great race. 

Ornament was a hot favorite among the 
Kentucky breeders and owners, while the 
Missourians pin their faith to Typhoon II, 

Imp. King’s Counsel, Dr. Sheppard and 
Dare II. were scratched Saturday morning 
as thelr owners did not feel justified in put- 
ting up the $100 starting fee to test their 
horses’ chances against the turf kings. 

The big race is the fourth on the after- 
noon’s card. A few minutes before 4:3 
o’clock Starter Chinn will 
quartette on their $12,000 journey.

WORK-HOUSH INHUMANITY. 

The Grand Jury did well to call atten- 
tion to the brutal treatment of a female 
prisoner at the workhouse. The public 
will not belleve that any woman ought 
to be kept in solitary confinement, ia a 
dark, unventilated cell, without bed or 
any of the conveniences of civilization, 
especially during such weather as we 
have had lately, at the order of a work- 
house superintendent. The workhouse 
prisoners are not desperate criminals, but 
mostly poor unfortunates, the victims of 
poverty, ignorance and lack of training. 
While it is necessary to maintain disci- 
pline among them, it ought to be possible 
to do this without treating them inhu- 
manly. ; 

A superintendent who has recourse to 
methods such as the Grand Jury has 
exposed, particularly in managing fe- 
male prisoners, thereby confesses both 
incompetence and brutality. There are 
scores of men and women who could 
maintain discipline at the workhouse 
without treating the female prisoners 
worse than any humane man would treat 
a dog. 

Our boasted civilization is a failure if, 
after depriving ignorant and unfortu- 
nate persons of thelr Mberty and plac- 
ing them where they are not in a posi- 
tion to defend themselves, we proceed to 
abuse them or treat them worse than is 
necessary to preserve order and inflict 
the penalty they may have legally in- 
curred, 

It is such things as this that test the 
civilization of a community. If St, Louis 
tolerates such brutalities at the work- 
house, it cannot claim to rank high 
among civilized communities.

CAPITAL IN MEXICO. 

The New York Sun gays that “capital 
is now growing rather rapidly, end a 
good deal seems to be coming in from 
Europe. Probably it is becoming avail- 
able quite as fast as is desirable.” 

This admission is made in connection 
with the statement that Mexico is threat- 
ened with a flood of Japanese labor im. 
migration. The important fact in the 
Mexican situation, however, as stated 
by the Sun, is that Huropean capital is 
being ‘largely Invested in that eountry, 
“Mexico has al] the capital for investment 
she wants or needs,” says the Bun.

WAGES AND PROSPERITY.

Every 
one of these is a consumer, and the ca- 
pacity for consumption of each person is 
measured by the wages he earns. 


These ten million persons constitute a | 


farge part of what is known as the “home 


-market.” They are cohstantly consuming 


the products they manufacture, and ft is 
evident that even under depressed oondil- 


' thons and with low wages their consump- 


tion of products must be an important 
factor in the total business of the coun. 
try. 


This home market of ten million con-. 


urere as 8 possible and indeed a powerful 
factor in inoreasing consumption, They 
,have not-been treated from the stand- 
point of consumers, and the fact that in 
order to consume more of their own 


_, , pPQducts they must obtain more of the 


medium of exchange, in other words, 
higher wages, has been lost sight of. 

If manufacturers generally would con- 
sider this phase of the economic question 
and agree among themselves to start a 
general, even if slight, increase of wages, 
all along the line, such action by itself 
would, by enormously increasing. con- 
sumption, do much to bring about pros- 
perous conditions all over the country. 
Ten million persons able to buy an extre 
dozen pocket handkerchiefs, or an extra 
coat for the head of the family, or extra 
shoes for the children, or better furniture 
for the dwelling, or more and better 
groceries 1or the pantry, would do far 
more to bring prosperity to the manu- 
facturers, the workers, and the country 
at large, than the discovery of a new 
“market” for products in South America 
or the interior of Africa. 

Who will preach the gospel of generos- 
ity, as a matter of enlightened self- 
interest, to the manufacturers of the 
United States? Who will prove to them 
that in thus becoming the almoners of the 
bounty of nature and the productiveness 
of modern machinery they can also do “a 
good stroke of business” by abolishing 
the discontent which menaces their peace 
and prosperity as well as that of the 
country at large? 


AFTERNOON NEWSPAPERS. 

The Globe-Democrat reproduces from 
the Rochester Democrat and Chronicle 
an article lauding the morning news- 
paper at the expense of the afternoon 
newspaper, The article says that after- 
noon newspapers claim that they “print 
the news of the day and the morning 
papers copy it.” ‘The writer of the arti- 
cle says of this claim: 

Nobody believes it, not even the afternoon 

newspaper men, who in the course of their 
duty and employment, advance it. If there 
were any truth in it, newspaper buyers and 
newspaper advertisers would prefer the 
afternoon newspapers to the morning news- 
papers, and, everywhere, the local paper 
with the largest circulation and the heaviest 
advertising patronage would be an “even- 
ing’ paper. The fact is that, everywhere, 
the local paper with the largest oirculation 
and the heaviest advertising patronage 
is almost invariably a morning paper. 
This is not true. All newspaper men 
know that the morning papers do not 
compare with the afternoon papers in 
amount of weekday advertising, and 
there are no afternoon newspapers on 
Sunday. And as to circulation, the 
afternoon newspapers as a rule have a 
larger circulation than the morning 
papers in the towns in which they are 
published and in all nearby territory. 

For example, the Past-Dispatch has a 
circulation in St. Louis equal to that of 
the two morning papers combined, and 
has repeatedly challenged these papers 
to disprove this claim. In nearby towns 
the circulation showing is equally favor- 
able to the Post-Dispatch. In Alton, 
Ill., for instance, the relative circulation 
of the three papers is as follows: 


Post-Dispatch 670 copies per day 

Globe-Democrat ...400 copies per day 

Republic .... ......3800 copies per day 
Sunday morning: 

Post-Dispatch .....825 copies per day 

Globe-Democrat .,.460 copies per day 

Republic .... ......850 copies per day 

From this it will be seen that the Post- 
Dispatch has at Alton nearly as much 
circulation as the two morning papers 
combined on weekdays, and more than 
the two combined on Sundays. 

The Post-Dispatch always carries 
much more weekday advertising than 
either the Globe-Democrat or Republic, 
especially of the advertising of the St. 
Louis merchants who desire chiefly to 
cover the local field. Last month, May, 
the record was as follows:

CIVIL SERVICE FIGURES. 

A Chicago newspaper, commenting 
upon the fact that thousands of people 
are now on the eligible lists of Civil Serv- 
ice Boards, calls the fact important be- 
cause it indicates the existence of a 
great thriftless class who afe idly waiting 
for Government jobs. 

The fact is a very important one, but 
not for the reason assigned. Surely the 
man foolish and indolent enough to wait 
for a public office to come to him because 
his name is on the eligible Nst of a Civil 
Service Commission is certainly not 
worth serious consideration as a factor 
in affairs. Such men constitute no 
“menace” to anything, and there are 
but few of them. The great mass of the 
persons who have passed olvil service ex- 
aminations are too anxious for employ- 
ment of any sort to wait for something 
official to turn up. 

Their significance is in their number. 
They constitute a legion, effectually dis- 
posing of the claim that life tenure in 
public place is necessary to secure un- 
broken efficiency of administration. If 


pass examinations were emall the argu- 
ment for life tenure could be much bet- 
ter defended than jt is. So long as more 
than half of the candidates presenting 
themselves for examination score the 
necessary percentage to make themselves 
eligible, life tenure is proved to be not 
only unnecessary, but a ridiculous at- 
tempt to establish an official aristocracy 
for which the country has no more use 
than it has desire,

inquires our high tariff contemporary, 
the Mail and Express. “A legislative 

mmmittee of inquiry has just reported 

the elien paupers in the Common- 
w number 20,000, involving ean annual 
outlay for maintenance of $1,500,000. * * © 
By the census of 189 the whole number of 
alien paupers in the United States was only 
27,648."" 

It is not very difficult to tell what is the 
matter wth Pennsylvania. For more than 
thirty years her people have been stead- 
fastly pursuing a theory, and they are now 
face to face with the condition to which it 
has brought them ‘Their theory was that 
by conferring upon the great manufacturers 
of their State the special privilege of taxing 
all consumers of the iron and coal which 
the State produced general prosperity would 
be created, and that especially the working 
people of the commonwealth would reap 
rich rewards. Pennsylvania lost no oppor- 
tunity to put this theory to the test. For 
years her majorities in favor of the candi- 
dates of the party of protection were larger 
than those of any other State, Kansas did 
indeed wrest from Pennsylvania the proud 
position of “the banner Republican State” 
in 1888, but Kansas is now “up against” the 
condition its theory led to and is repenting 
in sackcloth, ashes and Populism. 

It was in the summer of 1892 that the 
working people of Pennsylvania first 
showed indications that the protective the- 
ory was not working to their entire satis- 
faction. It enabled their masters to buy 
castles in Scotland indeed, but it did not 
seem to give any guarantee that they 
themselves could buy bread. So they pro- 
tested, and their protests took the illogical 
form of bullets, Partly because of this 
disloyal desertion of a purely patriotic the- 
ory, partly because Huns and Slavs would 
work more cheaply than Americans, the 
masters imported some scores of thousands 
of the latter, while keeping up thelr de- 
mand for protection to American labor. It 
is among these immigrants from the least 
intelligent peoples of Europe that the pau- 
perism which agitates our McKinleyite con- 
temporary is found, and they are in Penn- 
sylvania because they were brought there 
by the men who year after year haunted 
the corridors of the national Capitol, beg- 
ging for a protective tariff which would 
maintain “the dignity of American labor.” 

What ails Pennsylvania is the ingrained 
conviction of its millionaire manufacturers 
that the country owes them a living. If 
they can’t get such a@ one as they wish by 
the exercise of the taxing privilege they 
will eke it out by employing foreign pauper 
labor while their mills are running, and 
leaving their workmen to the care of the 
public when their mills are shut down,

ver dropped in price below the cost of min- 

ing and we were forced to close fown our 

ated plant at El Paso and go out of busi- 
ess 


“At that time, just before the McKinley 
Dill became a law there were large smelters 
in Denver, Pueblo, Omaha, Socoro and El 


Paso, and they were importing lead carbon- 


ate ores from Sierra Mayada, Mex., for use 
in their smelters. This importation was 
found nécessary after the visible supply of 
lead carbonate ores was exhausted in the 
United States, which practically happened 
five years ago. 

“If bar or pig lead had advanced as much 
in price as the duties imposed by the Mc- 
Kinley bill the emelters would have con- 
tinued to import lead, as they badly needed 
it to work the dry ores.-in the United 
States. 

“But as the price of lead 
dropped and continued to drop a number of 
the largest smelting firms in the United 
States found it necessary to move to Mex- 
ico. When this was done it deprived the 
transportation lines of the United States 
of the heavy gs ee formerly shipped, cut 
the ore supply of the American smelters to 
a minimum, and generally: cemoralized the 
ore business of the country. 

‘Within four years the following smelters 

ave been established in Mexico: Three at 

onterey, two at Chihuahua, one at Ma-

REPUBLICANS ABOUT AGREED. 


Beer and Stamp Tax Abandoned, Tea 
and Reciprocity Are in 
Doubt.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June %.—The Re- 
publican tariff managers are very hopeful 
of being able to complete the consideration 
of the tariff bill in the Senate by next 
Wednesday night, a result which would 
bring the end in the Senate within the 
present month. They are led to this con- 
clusion because the Republicans have ad- 
justed most of the'tr differences and see 
their way clear to the settlement of others. 
The Democratic leaders do not concede the 
poss'bility of so early a conclusion. They 
generally place it a week further on, or 
about the 7th or 8th of July, but admit 
that the end may come by Saturday of 
next week. 

Of the problema still unsolved by the Re- 
publicans, lead ore, coal, fron ore, gypsum, 
tallow and a few chemicale are giving the 
most trouble, but there is no doubt of an 
adjustment on all of these which will hold 
the full party vote. The disposition is to 
hold to the rates at present fixed on lead 
and iron ore, with the intention of mak'ng 
changes in conference. The rate on Can- 
adian coal will probably be advanced to 
67¢ per long ton. 

The advocates of high rates on lead ore 
are apparently prepared to meet their op- 


| ponents half way in conference and accept 


a rate of 1% cents. 

The Finance Committee has practically 
decided to abandon the proposed tax on 
bank checks which at one time was so fav- 
orably considered, and also the increase of 
44 cents a barrel in the beer tax and the 
change in the tobacco tax. 

There is some difficulty in the Judiciary 
Committee in agreeing upon the form of 
an anti-trust amendment, but all the prob- 
abilities point to the incorporation of the 
Pettus proposition directed specifically at 
the Sugar Trust: and of very little more. 
It is expected that the reciprocity amend- 
ment will be ready for presentation by next 
Tuesday. .The present indications are that 
it will make provision for negotiating a 
reciprocity treaty, but that there will be 
a requirement that it shall be submitted to 
the Senate. The we ey | for subserving 
the revenues will render it impossible that 
provision sheuld be made for the free ad- 
mission of dutiable articles under reciprocal 
agreements, but that a maximum per cent. 
age for remission will be specified. The 
rate of remission most favorably considered 
now is 20 “2 cent. 

There will probably be objection to the 
retention of the House provision for the 
continuance of the Hawalian reciprocity 
agreement on sugar, but the Finance Com. 
mittee will favor such an arrangement and 
the probabilities are that the Republicans 
will support it solidly pending action upon 
the annexation treatv. The action of the 
committee in withdrawing its amendmenis 
to the sugar schedule probably would have 
the effect of leaving the provision in force 
without further effort to that end, but there 
is no probability that some one will not 
offer an amendment that will open up the 
entire question. 

The question of the duty on tea !{s again 
receiving the attention of the committee. 
This was practically abandoned at one time 
but since {t has been found necessary to le 
the beer tax go and to forego the tax on 
checks it is thought that the tea duty may 
be necessary to bring the revenue up to 
the requisite point. 

The inclinations of the committee are $till 
against the tax, and if kept in it will be 
only on account of the necessity for so do- 
ing. The committee is now having a com- 

utation made that will determine this mat- 

er. . 

The expectation is that the bill will not 
be long in conference. The rospective 
House conferees ‘have been in touch with 
the Senate..managers from the beginning 
of the consideration of the bill in the Senate 
and have already, it is stated, practically 
concurred in many of the changes which 
have been made. 

Both the Senate and House managers will 
agree upon the necessity for as early an 
agreement as possible.

HE FAVORS REORGANIZATION. 


Says the Plan of Harris of Kansas of 
Government Operation Is 
Chimerical. 


A cheerful English cannel coal fire blaz- 
ing brightly in a grate was one of the June 
anomalies that a Post-Dispatch reporter 
encountered in a Pine streét mansion Sat- 
urday morning. 

It was the home of 8S. H. H. Clark, Presi- 
dent and one of the receivers of the Union 
Pacific Raiway Co. 

Mr. Clark gat in an invalid chair, near 
the blazing grate, and his lower extremities 
were covered with a red blanket. 

Ladies of his household were reading to 
him the bits of news in the newspapers 
which were likely to interest him. 


One of these was the Associated Press 
dispatch, which gave particulars of the 
action of the Senate Committee on Rail- 
roads, in Wash:ngton, with-reference to the 
affairs of the Union Pacific, Railway. 

The committee had agreed to report favor- 
ably the resolution introduced by Senator 
Harris of Kansas, expressing the sense of 
the Senate that the United States should 
redeem the Union Pacific Railway from 
prior Hens and take steps to foreclose the 
Government mortgage. Attached to and 
forming a part of the resolution was an 
amendment by Senator Morgan of Alabama 
requesting the President to “‘suspend pro- 
ceedings to carry into effect the agreement 
alleged to have been made to sell the in- 
terests of the United States In the Union 
Pacific Railway and in the sinking fund 
until further action of Congress is had in 
reference theretod.’’ 

All this, it is understood, is against the 
lan of reorganization agreed upon in New 

ork and in furtherance of which President 
Cleveland set the machinery of foreclosure 
at work in the Attorney-General’s office 
before he went out of office. That ma- 
chinery is still at work and Senator Mor- 

an’s amendment was to stop that imme- 
lately. 


President Clark had hardly digested the 
meaning of the Associated Press dispatch 
when the Post-Dispatch representative was 
ushered in. But he went over the Senate 
Committee’s action carefully, then he said: 

“T cam only see in this the usual obstruc- 
tive mé@asures to any reasonable and sen}1- 
ble business-like plan of settling the differ- 

neces between the Government and the Pa- 

ific railrcads. 

“This comes from Mr. Harris of Kansas— 
a very good man, but one whom heaven 
has not endowed with superlative qualities 
of mind, business sagacity or far-reaching | 
financial grasp. He represents that ele- 
ment in national legislation which is never 
remedial, but always obstructive./ He, with 
others in the West here, represefts all the 
discontent which finds vent in,-“complaint, 
but has never anything to offer that is at 
all practicable. So far as I can judge from 
this resolution, though it does not say so 
means that the Government shall pay oft 
the first mortgage holders in the Pacific 
railways, then foreclose on its own second 
mortgage, take possession and operate the 
roads, 

“That has long been a cherished idea in 
Populist circles, but it is absurd to sup- 
pose the country at large will ever consent | 
to it.

that would settle. The country is tired of 
soe controversy. The peopie realize that the 

overnment has an equity, but they ad- 
mit that [t has been paid, in a general way, 
in the form of benefits, ten times the amount 
of that equity. The scheme of reorganiza- | 
tion involves payment of the first mortgage 
bonds by the Government, foreclosure by 
the i ge gee of the seconds and then | 
the sale 3 he entire property to a syndi- 
cate, by the terms of which the Govern- 
ment is to receive the face value of its 
bonds and 3 per cent interest for the time 
they have been running. 

‘Phe Government would lose nearly the | 
amount of the first mortgage bonds, whicn 
it will have to pay, or, as the Sept says, 
about $24,000,000. I contend the Government 
has been benefited in ten times over that 
amount since those roads were built. 

“Tt will be a deplorable thing if the Sen- 
ate’s action shall disturb the plan of re- 
organization and foreclosure instituted dur- 
ing the Cleveland administration. That was 
the most equitable, the most sensible and |

MISSOURI INSURANCE DEPART- 
MENT IS AN OUTCAST. 


OFFICE ROOM IN DEMAND. 


The Railroad Commissioners Could 
Make Space, but They Refuse 
to Vacate. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., June 2.—The 
question that ls now paramount in the 
minds of State capital dwellers is what will 
become of the Insurance Department of 
Missouri. That is, where the office of the 
department is to be located. 

In accordance with a law enacted by the 
last Legislature, the Insurance Department 
is to be removed from 8t. Louis to Jeffer- 
son City. That law went into effect June 
20. The office of Insurance Commissioner 
Orear is now in Jefferson City construct- 
ively. Otherwise it is still in St, Louis, 


except a part which is in transit. 

This peculiar state of affairs is due to 
the fact that the Board of Permanent Seat 
of Government; whose duty it is to assign 
rooms in the Capitol building to the various 
departments of State, has not yet agreed 
upon a place for Commissioner Orear. The 
board consists of Gov, Stephens, Attorney- 
General Crow, State Auditor Seibert, Secre- 
tary of State Lesueur and State Treasurer 
Pitts. There is a wide difference of opinion 
as to how much room the Insurance De- 
partment requires. 

Some time ago it was proposed that three 
rooms on the first floor of the Capitol, now 
used by the Railroad Commissioners, be giv- 
en to Commissioner Orear. The Railroad 
Commissioners objected. This objection was 
sustained by a majority of the board—Audi- 
tor Seibert, Secretary LesuewWr and Treasur- 
er Pitts. Gov. Stephens and Attorney Gen- 
eral Crow protested without avail. The 
Rallroad Commissioners are still in _ pos- 
sessién. In view of the fact that the Rall- 
road Commissioners do not have use for 
so much space, it was the idea of the Gov- 
ernor to assign them to less commodious 
quarters, but still sufficiently large for the 
transaction of their business. One spacious 
room in the Geological department was sug- 
gested as a suitable office for the Railroad 
Commissioners. The State Geologist cheer- 
fully agreed to this arrangement, but the 
Railroad Comm'ssioners and their suport- 


‘ers on the Capitol board would not enter- 


tain the proposition. 


No other available quarters for the In- 
surance Department can be found in the 
Capitol—at least such discovery has not yet 
been made. As a result, the Insurance Ve- 
partment of the great State of Missouri is 
to a certain extent a homeless outcast. In 
order to comply with the law, Commissioner 


'Orear has stationed his chief deputy, Maj.

“Yes, weewill run the Insurance Depart- 
ment of Missouri if we have to take it to 
the dome of the Capitol bullding,’’ the Major 
said to the Post-Dispatch correspondent. 

In support of removing the Raliroad Com- 
missioners to smaller quarters attention is 
called to the fact that the office force of the 
Railroad Commissioners consist of two peo- 
ple—a secretary and a stenographer, while 
six clerks are required by the Insurance De- 
partment. The secretary and stenographer 
of the Ra!tiroad Commissioners practically 
do all of the work. Neither of the three Rall- 
road Commissioners stays continuously at 
the capital, and the volume of business 
transacted by them is not large enough to 
require three rooms, it is argued. 

ailroad Commissioner Flory, who Is a 
Republican, is in Jefferson City very little 
of his time. Here of late he has been bus 
trying to ascend the McKinley throne. It 
is an Open secret that Flory wants to suc-

The Insurance Department of Missouri! Is 
a larger institution than is generally sup- 

osed by those who are not famiWar with 
ts importance. In St, Louls the department 
occupied six rooms in the Wainwright 
Building, and stl there was no space wast- 
Theme is a voluminous array of records, 
and papers enough to load several wagons. 
The department is constantly growing and 
six clerks are now kept busy. 

Mai. Towles is the sole representative of 
the Souenanen Department now here. In 
the limited space temporaftily assigned there 
is not room enough for nrore. Maj. Towles 
is in receipt of a letter from Supt. Orear,

Just when an- 
other meeting will be held has not yet been 
determined, Thus matters are pending. — 

The fact that the Insurance Comm.ssion- 
er is made responsible for the safe keeping 
of numerous valuable papers renders it 
necessary for his quarters to be supplied 
with a substantial vault. If he takes the one 
room which can be spared from the Geolog- 
ical Department, he will be without a vault 
equal t6 his requirements although it is 
said to be large enough and sufficiently se- 
cure to answer the purposes of the Railroad 
Commissioners. 

The vault in the commodious quarters oc- 
cup’ed by the Rallroad Commissioners is @ 
good one, It is now used chiefly as a cool 
place of storage fora water tank. By keep- 
ing the supply of ice water fn the vault It 
ia much cooler than it would be in any 
other part of the room. 

Insurance Commissioner Orear is under a 
bond of $100,000, with one exception the 
largest bond required of any State officer. 


This fact alone indicates the importance 


of the office.

TALES TOLD OUT OF SCHOOL. 


The Place Investigated on Account of 
Three Little Ones Whose Deaths 
Were Reported Friday. 


Capt. Phillips of the Fifth District Sat- 
urday personally investigated the deaths of 
the three babies reported Friday from 822 
North Market street. 

Mrs. P. J. Cosgriff conducts a baby farm 
at that number, and the Captain inquirea 
closely into her mode of obtaining anda 
method of attending children, 

After an hour’s investigation, Capt. Phil- 
lps declared he could find nothing indica. 
tive of unkind treatment, and concluded the 
waifs died from natural causes. 

Mrs, Cosgriff conducts her business on the 
third floor. She says her establishment is 
not a baby farm, but a private nursery for 
very young children. 

In four rooms she lives, eats, sleeps and 
attends to her charges. The rooms were 
neat, clean and freshly aired when the po- 
lice officer and a Post-Dispafch reporter 
called Saturday. A young woman of 2% 
years she introduced as her daughter and 
chief assistant, 

Mrs. Adoplh Betz, the wife of the abscond- 
ing collector for the Me@ffitt-West Drug 
Company, was nursing a 4-months-old babe 
in another room, 

Mrs, Cosgriff said she was a widow ana 
had been caring for babies at that plac 
for three years. vans. Phillips inquire 
closely into the way she secured the waifs.

stitutional Mission Home, 2628 Lucas ave- 
nue, Some are brought by their mothers 
and once in a great while, she said, a mid- 
wife brings one jn. 

“I give them the best of attention,” sdiq 
Mrs. Cosgriff, ‘“‘and get them homes or re- 
turn them to their parents. Five dollars a 
month pays for the baby’s care: When this 
remittance stops, and the ILttle ones are 
healthy, I turn them over to the St. Ann's 
or Bethesda Homes. What becomes of them 
I don’t know. 

“Mothers usually object to the asylums, 
and where a parent is interested, I try to 
place the waif in a private home, Some- 
times people call for babies, but I usually 
have to advertise, and then it is not long 
before a good home is secured, 

“The physicians at all the pubie ma- 
ternity hospitals know me, and it is mostly 
through them the babies find their way 
here. I do everything I can for them, and 
if the parents disappear, I turn them into 
some charitable institution, unless other 
homes can be provided.”’

CROP REPORTS. 


Those Most Unfavorable to Wheat 
Come From Iowa. 


CHICAGO, June 26.—The Corn Belt says 
to-day: 

Special reports to the Corn Belt, cover- 
ing more than 600 points in 139 counties 
along the Burlington system in Southwest- 
ern Iowa, Nebraska, Northern Kansas and 
Northwest Missouri tndicate that under a 


warm sun and with plenty of molsture 
ng generally are in excellent condition. 

e cold weather in Iowa in the early 
part of June, which in many localities de- 
veloped frost, caused some replanting of 
corn. Favorable weather since that time, 
however, has brought the crop forward, but 
it will be somewhat below of the average of 
last year. 

In Nebraska and Missouri plenty of warm 
weather has had the effect of bringing the 
crop along very rapidly and the outlook 
now in orthwest Missouri ig generally 
good for a very large crop. 

Small grains, with the exception of winter 
wheat and oats, are generally in good con- 
dition. The most unfavorable reports in re- 
gard to winter wheat come from Iowa, 
where 80 per cent of the reports say the 
condition is only fair and 20 per cent of the 
reports say the crop will be a full average. 
In Nebraska the crop will be below the av- 
erage and the same is true in Kansas and 
Missouri. ~ 

Spring wheat promises an average crop 
and generally looks well. The harvest in 
Iowa and Nebraska will commence about 
the bth of July, and will be in full swing 
by the middle of the month. While it is 
yet too early to make a reliable estimate 
on the yield, correspondents generaily 

lace the average at from .ten to fifteen 

ushels per acre. The oats crop will be 
far short of that of last year.

10 BE DEEPENED. 


ST. LOUIS CAPITALISTS WILL DO 
THE WORK. 


HAVE VALUABLE CONCESSIONS.

The Mason-Samuel Method Will Be 
Used to Make Temporal 
River Navigable. 


Web M. Samuel has received advices 
from Mexico that the ‘plans for the deep- 
ening and widening of the channel of the 
Tempora! River have been submitted to the 
Mexican Government. 

A company of St. Louls capitalists, headed 
by Mr. Samuel, some time ago _ secured 
from the Mexican Government valuable con- 
cess'ons, including grants for extensive 
tracts of land along the Temporal River, in 
return for which they contracted to make 
the river navigable for large vessels for 


a distance of at least one hundred miles 
from its mouth. 


left for Mexico and employed a competent 
corps of Mexican engineers to survey the 
course of the river and prepare plans for 
the work. The survey is now finished, and 
the plans have been forwarded to the City 
of Mexico. 

The Temporal River ts a broad and beau- 
tiful stream near the mouth of which lies 
the City of Tampico, and if Mr. Samuel and 
his associates succeed in making it navig1- 
ble, as they have contracted to do, it will 
mean an independent fortune for all who 
are connected with the enterprise, and proye 
an immense advantage to the City of Tam- 
pico, by putting it in communication with 
the interior: of Mexico. 

The plan to be used by Mr. Samuel and 
his associates for deepening the Temporal 
River is much the same as that proposed 
by the Mason-Samuel syndicate some time 
ago for the improvement of the Mississipp! 
River, and consists of making the current 

o the work by means of portable and per- 
manent jetties placed at intervals along the 
Stream as requlred. 

Mr. Samuel states that although the Tem. 
pores River is obstructed by numerous s3nd 
ars, the work of cleaning and maintaining 
a channel will be comparatively easy, as the 
river is deep and the curren? swift, but the 
banks do not cut away rapidly as do those 
of the Mississippi. The main trouble will be 
shifting bars, 

Since the concessions were granted Mr. 
Samuel and his colleagues have found sev- 
eral points which were not wholly satis- 
factory and have petitioned the Mexican 
Government for several amendments to 
their grant. As soon as these are obtained 
work on the river wiil be begun. 

St. Loulsans are just now particularly in- 
terested In this project because of the pro- 
posed line of steamers between this city 
and Tampico. The deepening of this river 
would allow these steamers to penetrate 
nearly to the City of Mexico.

ON THE COMMITTER. 


REPORT ON THE WORK-HOUSE. 


Nic Karr Points Out That the Inquis- 
itors Were Deluded and Over- 
looked Real Evils. 


—_——-— 


‘Tt’s the usual thing,” sighed Nic Karr, 
when he learned that the grand jury had 
made a report criticising certain doings at 
the Work-house. Then he called one of his 
assistants, who pulled down some books of 
rules and city ordinances from a sheif and 
the scathing report returned Friday was 
anal?zed. 

The first paragraph of the document 
reads: 


We found a woman of more than or- 
dinary intelligence (for such a place) 
in solitary confinement in a cell without 
light, ventilation, a chair to sit on, or 
bed to lie on. No conveniences, except 
a bucket, which is emptied once a day. 
Nothing but a rough board floor to sit 
or lie on. 


“That is perfectly true,” said Mr. Karr's 
assistant, and we have no excuse to offer. 
If the Grand-jury had only mentioned the 
name of the woman, we would have been 
satisfied. She is Mary Dunn. Just ask 
Judge Peabody about Mary Dunn, She is 
ane of the must notorious characters in the 
city. 

“During the last three years she has 
been cent out here a half dozen times, and 
the last time she was at the Work-house 
she escaped. Tuesday Mary refused to 
work. She swore at the guards and said 
nobody could make her work. 

“The rules adopted for the government 
of the Work-house provide that when pris- 
oners refuse to obey the guards they shall 
be placed in the dungeon. {fhis is what was 
done with Mary Dunn. was Tuesday, 
not Monday, that ehe was incarcerated. 

“As far as the dungeon is concerned, it 
was built under orders from the Board of 
Public Improveenents. Of course it does not 
contain a bed or a lounge, for it Is meant 
to be a place for punishment. The phruse 
‘no conveniences except a bucket’ appiles 
to every room at the work house as well 
as the dungeon, 

“Of course she was fed only on bread and 
water. The Work-house regulations pro- 
vide for it. As far as the Grand-jury cen- 
sure concerning the wom being incarcer- 
ated during ‘such weath is concerned, I 
think the weather bureau records will show 
that it has been cool since Tuesday, when 
the woman was placed in the dungeon. 

“Mary is a smooth talker, and when the 
Grand-jury visited the place We? or’ she 
naturally made the most of it. Y shoui!d 
have ‘heardthtr. It did us good to listen to 
mn blarney. Now let's see what tune she 
sings.” 

The reporter was shown into the yard 
and the dungeon approached. 

“Mary, will you go to work now?” the 
guard asked. 

“No, I wont; not for any of you — —— 


‘“‘How is that for a woman of more than 
ordinary intelligence?” the assistnat super- 
intendent asked. 

“As for the man, who was found in the 
dungeon with shackles on, he tried to escape 
Wednesday night and was punished there- 
for, as the rules and regulations provide. 

‘“‘But there's plenty of food out here for 
Grand-jury investigation. We now have 655 
prisoners and accommodations for only half 
as many. This compels us to crowd twelve 
prisoners into a cell. 

“Tf the Grand-jury would report on these 
evils and hold the persons who are to blame 
responsible, some good might result.”’

MAJ. JOHN 8S. MELLON DISCOV- 
ERED THE DISEASE GERM. 


HALF A CENTURY OF PROOFS. 


Fascinating Story of Experiments 
Which Developed the Hidden Mi- 
crobe Before Koch or Pasteur, 


Because Pasteur claimed to have dis- 
covered the microbe, the parasite, the ba- 
cillus, the germ of disease which preys upon 
life, the Government of France conferred 
upon the distinguished citizen honors of 
many kinds, together with 1,000,000 francs, 
and after his death a splendid monument. 

As a matter of fact the original concep- 
tion of the pdrasite theory was matured in 
Western America, and the discoverer is still 
a resident of St. Louls—a_ trifle old, of 
course, but quick and bright and active as 
though he carried lightly the storms of his 
77 years. 

Maj. John 8S. Mellon! of 2945 Olive street 
antedated Pasteur’s microbe discovery by 
many years, and the great Frenchman him- 
self acknowledged, during his controversy 
with Dr. Koch, that the matter was first

brought to his attention by an article in the 
New York Herald by Mr. Mellon, repro- 
duced from the St. Bouls Times. 

In 1879, when Senator Cockrell asked Con- 
gress for some recognition of Maj. Mellon's 
wonderful achievements, the late Charles 
Sumner said he had “heard no special com- 
plaint against microbes, and besides it was 
a little too early to begin the pensioning of 
rebels.” Happily, however, that spirit has 
passed away. 

Maj. Mellon is not a doctor of medicine, 
He has been in his long lifetime a merchant, 
banker, soldier and politician. He is one 
of the Western pioneers and an original 
'49er. from California. 

That his claim to the discovery of disease 
germs is founded upon fact is shown by 
the mass of documentary evidence in his 
possession. 

In a recent letter to ee Mellon, Dr. 
W. M. McPheeters, the well-known phy- 
sician, says: “A careful examination of 
the statements set forth in your various 
publications, detailing the numerous ex- 

eriments made by you—running through @ 
ong season of years—together with the 
process of reasoning which led to the con- 
clusion at which you arrived, will, I think, 
convince any one that to you belongs the 
credit of having first suggested the idea 
and demonstrated the fact, now universally 
admitted, that the various contagious dis- 
eases which affect the human system, as 
well as those of the inferior animals, are of 
true parasitic origin.”’ 

The Major’s etory of hie life-long battle 
for his theory is one of romantic interest. 
He told it to a Post-D‘gpatch reporter 
Thursday, producing unquestionable proofs 
as he talked, and giving to the relation a 
verisimilitude which rendered it really fas- 


cinating. 

‘I was born i!n Leesburg, Va.,” sald 
Maj. Mellon, “in 1820. I presume I was a 
bad boy, for I ran away from home In 1836 
and went to driving a stage. There I 
learned the diseases and treatment of 
horses. Our one volume of information on 
those subjects was called ‘Mason’se Horse 
Farry Book,’ and it gave as incurable a 
certain horse disease still quite common, 
and now easily cured, I studied that one 
a‘iment with a curiosity and deter- 
mination, until had made up my mind 
that the horse was afflicted with some sort 
of an infinitesimal worm. I hired a col- 
ored man to watch for the next horse that 
died of this d'sease, and when he found one 
I cut the animal open and carried its dis- 
eased parts to a local physician of renown, 
old Dr. Isaac Eaton, to whom I told my 
theory. 

“Ha got down his best magnifying glasses 
and went to work. Sure once. we found 
the little parasites. Then we tried to de- 
siroy them. He persisted in his own medil-

Mellon for an article explaining his dis- 
coveries. It was furnished and printed. 
That article drifted around among the 
newspapers for several years until it finally 
appeared in the New York Herald. Dr, 
Pasteur happened to be In this country at 
the time and saw it. He carried it back 
to Paris, told his government what he had 
learned and secured $10,000 with which to 
make experiments in Egypt. The world 
knows the result. Meanwhile Dr. Koch 
was making similar experiments, and when 
he made claim to having discovered disease 
microbes before the Frenoh physician, Pas- 
teur flung at him the statement that both 
had obtained the idea from “an American 
named Mellon.”
